French territory the archduchess was 
conducted into the eastw ard room of a 
three roomed house near Brauuau. The 
French com mission er entered the west­ 
ward, while the third room iu the mid­ 
dle was occupied by the test of the 
party . And M. de Bausset, who g ives 
an account of the* proceeding s, having 
bored holes with a g imlet iu the door 
of tlie middle room, had a splendid 
view of the unconscious princess. But,

B o rlH l A live. 
In the early history of Japan It was 
decidedly a dubious honor to be closely 
related to any person of note, for one 
of the laws at that time decreed that 
when a person of rank or importance 
died all the immediate relatives mu*t 
be buried alive in a perpendicular po­ 
sition around the personag e’s g rave.

RUSSIAN PEACE IS 
Hi LAST IN SIGHT 


Radicals Defeated in Two Impor­ 
tant Votes in the Work­ 
men’s Council. 


GREAT STRIKE IS CALLED OFF 


Proposal to Demand the Eight-Hour 
Day Is Also Defeated,

St. Petersburg , Nov. 20.—The con­ 
servative Icud-TM 
in the council of 
workmen are ag ain victorious. At 2:55 
o’clock tills morning they carried 
a 
resolution ag ainst any attempt to intro­ 
duce a movement for an eig ht-hour 
day . 


St. Petersburg , Nov. 20.—After the 
severe reverse which 
they suFcred 
early y esterday morning , when at tlie 
end of a seven hour debate the coun­ 
cil of workmen decided to abandon the 
industrial strike, the leaders of the ex ­ 
tremist socialist factions of the .St. Pe­ 
tersburg workmen ag ain eng ag ed in a 
hard and losing fig ht in defense of a 
resolution for an eig ht-hour day , which 
was the slog an of last week’s strike, 
but which was a ban dom'd at the last 
moment in favor of an appeal for the 
lives of the mutineers at Cronstadt 
and the liberty of Poland. 
Last C a rd o f th e R e vo lutio nists. 
When the council convened last nig ht 
a socialist representative Introduced an 
amendment to the resolution calling off 
the strike providing that the men in 
returning to work should hereafter la­ 
bor only eig ht 
hours, lay ing 
down 
their tools at -I o’clock in the after­ 
noon instead of 
>1 o’clock, while insist­ 
ing on tlie same rate of pay . Encour­ 
ag ed by their earlier victory the con­ 
servative leaders at once opened a vig ­ 
orous opposition 
to tlie resolution, 
pointing out the determination of the 
employ ers to reg ard any attem pt to ob­ 
tain shorter hours 
by revolutionary 
means as the sig nal for a lockout of 
the g roat mass of the workmen of St. 
Petersburg , and that they were in no 
position to enter on a prolong ed com­ 
bat of endurance at the very outset 
of a long and cold winter. 
I ndus tr i a l IVart* in S ig h t. 
Many of liie orators even q uestioned 
the wisdom of an eig ht-hour dav 
it­ 
self, declaring that Russia at present 
was not ripe for it. while others who 
are in sy mpathy with tlie movement 
for a shorter day declared that 
it 
would not be wise to fritter away 
their streng th at this time when a g reat 
and decisive combat in January was 
imminent. The result was an empnatie 
rejection of the proopsal, and at last 
industrial peace is iu sig ht.

Such a claim, however. « nnot Dis­ 
g uise the fact that the strike was in­ 
aug urated to compel the g overnment 
not only to pardon unconditionally the 
mutineers, but to abolish m artial law 
in Poland and to compel the calling of 
a constituent assembly , none of which 
objects has been achieved. 
The 
re­ 
fusal of tlie affiliated org anizations in 
the interior to respond to the call and 
tlie revolt of many of the better class 
of workmen here ag ainst the dictation 
of political ag itators and walking dele­ 
g ates by no means represents the full 
measure of the real defeat of the strike 
movement. 
The strike, by alienating public sy m­ 
pathy and opening the ey es of Intelli­ 
g ent liberals and moderates to the fact 
that the first duty of the hour was to 
stand by the g overnment In its ef­ 
forts to tranq uilize the country , 
and 
to make beau ag ainst the tide of so­ 
cialism 
and 
revolution 
which 
was 
threatening Russia with anarchy , has 
aided g reatiy in the formation of the 
new "law and order” party , which ha.s 
now* sprung into formidable being . 


mired the Korean emperor that the con­ 
vention was only a measure dependent 
on the prog ress of Korea, and that it 
rested with that country itself to ad­ 
vance to such an ex tent as to insure it 
ag ainst any attack which would men­ 
ace the safety of Japan.

him 011 the 10th lust.. tlie day after the 
arrival of tlie marq uis. Ills alarm was 
Increased because the Japanese soug ht 
to have the marq uis occupy the emper­ 
or’s audience clm» i!*ers and there re­ 
ceive a return visit from the emperor, 
who resisted, feig ning sickness! 
It re­ 
q uired five day s to arrang e an inter­ 
view’ reg arding tlie mission of Marq uis 
lto, and then a confidential interview 
was had at which the emperor

Th rough out th e first th ree-quarters of 
th e nineteenth century Russia was em ­ 
ployed in absorbing th e C aucasus piece 
by piece.

H e passed some years of h onorable 
captivity near Moscow and was th en 
allowed, as a devout M oh ammedan, to

Very different was th e story of th e 
Tch erkesses, or C ircassians, wh o op- 
> posed Russia in th e w estern section of 
j th e Caucasus. 
Th e C ircassians were 
h ardly th e peaceable race of wh ose 
j golden h aired captive princesses In th e 
I h arem s of th e east our boyish dream s 
w ere full. 
W arlike, splendid h orsem en 
and m arksm en, th ey lived alm ost en­ 
tirely by pillage. In 1804 th ey subm it­ 
ted, "and Russia, know ing th em to be 
.r.vageable In th e m ountains, gave 
th em th e ch oice of com iug down Into 
th e plains or em igrating into Turkish 
territory. Th ey ch ose th e latter course 
* and w ere welcomed by th e sultan, but 
i as bis sh ips arrived at tbe Black sea 
ports to m eet th em long afte r th e prop­ 
er tim e large num bers perish ed of h ard­ 
sh ip and disease. 
Some w ere settled 
in Arm enia, oth ers in Bulgaria, oth ers 
iu various parts of Asia Minor, and 
w h erever th ey w ent fh ere h as been 
trouble since.

W h ile It is interesting to know th e 
distance of some of th e stars in miles, 
wh en Rtnted in th at w ay th e num bers 
are so large th at th ey frequently con­ 
vey very indistinct conceptions to th e 
mind. For th is reason it is custom ary 
to estim ate stars’ distance* in “ligh t 
years.” 
A ligh t year is th e distance 
th at ligh t, moving at th e rate of 180,300 
miles per second, travels in one year. 
Tills am ounts iu round num bers to 
5,880,000,000,000 miles. 
Th e distance 
af Alph a C entaur is 4.35 ligh t years, 
th at of Sirius, th e dog star, Is alm ost 
exactly tw ice os gre a t or 
8 .8 ligh t 
years. In oth er words, ligh t requires 
8.0 years to come to u* from Sirius. 
And th ese are am ong th e very nearest 
of th e stars. 
Some wh ose parallaxes 
h ove been rath er estim ated th an m eas­ 
ured appeared to be situated at a dis­ 
tance wh ich ligh t could not traverse 
In less th an one or tw o centuries. Th e 
great sta r Areturus, for instance, h as, 
according to Dr. Elkin, a parallax of 
only eigh teen th ousandth s of a second. 
Its distance m ust in th a t case be about 
181 ligh t years, or more th an a th ou- 
land million million miles. And if its 
distance is so great, th en, since ligh t 
varies Inversely as th e square of th e 
distance from its source, it can be 
sh own th a t A returus m ust actually 
give forth 5,000 or 6,000 tim es as m uch 
ligh t as th e sun yields. 
Yet A returus is evidently much near­ 
er th an th e vast m ajority of th e stars 
are. Not one in a million is known to 
h ave a parallax large enough even to 
be Intelligently guessed at. Th ere may 
be stars wh ose ligh t requires th ousands 
Instead of h undreds of years to cross 
th e space separating th em from us. 
W e th us see th at only a few points 
on th e nearer sh ores of th e starry uni­ 
verse lie w ith in rench of our m easure­ 
m ents—h ere and th ere a jutting h ead­ 
land, wh ile beh ind stretch es th e vast 
expanse over wh ich th e h undreds of 
millions of stars know n to exist are 
scattered.

B ernh ardt grew 
greatly interested in R ostand’s first 
play, “ La Prlncesse Lointaine,” and 
suggested th at h e give a public reading 
of th e m anuscript at h er th eater. 
To th is reading th e actress invited 
Coquelin, w h ose attention w as riveted 
from th e very first iine and wh o, w alk­ 
ing h ome with th e poet, gave it us h is 
opinion th at h is com panion was to be­ 
come tlie greatest dram atist of th e age.

Persons who have an abundance of 
blood and flesh, who are ly mphatic or 
sluggish In temperament and whose 
nervous force is not depleted, can take 
a cold morning bath to advantage. 
Others who are Inclined to be thin, 
whose hands and feet become cold and 
clammy on slight provocation, who di­ 
gest food slowly and assimilate It with 
difficulty , who are nervous and who 
have much on their minds should avoid 
early morning cold bathing. For such 
the bath before retiring at night Is rec­ 
ommended, as it should be followed by 
rest of brain and body till equable con­ 
ditions of circulation are re-established.
